There seems to be a notion prevalent that this is subject 
to investigation 
by Senator Reed’s committee, w hich went 
into affairs of Pennsy lvania and Illinois. 
On the face of tin* 
situation it does not appear that the senate committee hah 
any jurisdiction in this case. 
The only pretext upon which the committeemen were ab l e 
to inv estig ate primary elections of Pennsy lvania and Illinois 
was that they were gathering information to aid in deform­ 
ing whether or not the successful candidate should bo seated 
by the senate. 
The committee has no blanket commission to investigate 
primary elections. 
Its jurisdiction, as we understand it. e x ­ 
tends only to senatorial primaries, and then only on the 
g rou nd that the senate is the judge of the qualifications <>f 
its members. 
The senate has no jurisdiction over qualilifc*- 
tions of the house members. 
The house of representatives 
is sole judge of its affairs. 
It even is questionable as to whether or not the senate 
committee has authority to compel testimony in advance of 
the election. 
The question arises in this form: 
If Frank L. 
Smith is elected United States senator in Illinois, what right 
has the senate, under thi* present supreme court decision, to 
pry into affairs of George E. Brennan, who would not be ask­ 
ing a seat in the senate? 
On tin* face of the holding of tin* 
supreme court, w hich is that the congress has no control over 
primary elections, the senate might make inquiry concern­ 
ing the man who comes to the door of the senate with a cer­ 
tificate of election and asks for a seat. 
No such certificate 
will be issued until after the November Meet ion. 
If George 
E. Brennan brought the certificate, what right would a sen­ 
ate committee have mulling over affairs of Frank L. Smith, 
who would not be asking to be seated? 
Of course the candidates did not resist the investigation. 
Neither Mr. Smith nor Mr. Brennan questioned the authority 
of the committee, and both candidates testified without re­ 
serv ation. By the very fact that the committee assumed 
ju risdiction, the nation would have misconstrued 
an y q u e s 
tioning of the fact. A man can stand upon his rights in courts, 
but not in politics.
